The freight handlers return 
to work w ithout having obtained rec­ 
ognition of their union, tim e and a half 
for overtime, or the abolishm ent of the 
probation period 
Un the other hand 
the freight handlers have obtained in­ 
crease In pay. the sm allest one being 
25 cents a day procured by the truck­ 
ers. 
While the signing of the agreem ents 
breaks the strike, it does not end it. 
it is still in progress as far as tw enty 
of th# tw enty four railroads in the city 
are concerned 
President C urran and 
a few of his supporters are still un­ 
recognized and state they will not 
recognize any of the agreem ents. 
The fart rem ains, however, that the 
m ajority of the freight handlers are 
s o a rin g ly tired of the strike and eager 
to return to work 
It is probable that 
they will be given an opportunity to 
do so today, for all the railroads are 
ready and even eager to sign agree 
moots sim ilar to that obtained by the 
employes of the Lake Shore St Mich­ 
igan Southern railroad. 
This agree 
m ent mas signed last night after ail 
hope of a break In the strike appeared 
to be at an end. 
All of th e roads had refused to ac­ 
cept the dem ands originally made by 
the com m ittees of the strikers which 
had waited upon them in the morns.*.;.
